Deadline  for  enteriipg  the  in- 
tramural golf  tournament  is  5 
p.m.  today.  Entries  are  now  be- 
ing accepted  for  volleyball  and 
the  cross  country  run,  the  intra- 
mural office  announced.

Cougars  Gain 
Wagon  Wheel 
For  4th  Time 

By  beating  Utah  State,  13-6 
Brigham  Young  University  not 
only  broke  an  eight  year  jinx, 
but  won  possession  of  the  covet- 
ed Wagon  Wheel  for  the  second 
year  in  a row.  The  wheel  sym- 
bolizes football  supremacy  be- 
tween the  fwo  schools. 

Utah  State  had  all  but  retired 
the  wheel  until  last  year  by 
taking  possession  of  the  wheel 
five  years  in  a row.  BYU  won 
years  running  1950  and  1951. 
The  Cats  have  won  the  wheel 
four  times  to  the  Aggie’s  seven. 

The  wheel  was  originated  in 
1948  by  the  BYU  chapter  of  Blue 
Key  National  Fraternity,  after 
they  dug  the  wheel  out  of-^he 
desert.  They  offered  the  wheel 
as  a “prize”  to  the  winning 
team,  which  turned  out  to  be  the 
Aggies. 

Plans  are  in  the  working  for 
a permanent  display  case  for 
the  wheel  in  the  Smith  Field- 
house.  In  the  past  years  it  has 
been  kept  out  of  sight  and  only 
displayed  just  before  the  Aggie 
game.  The  Aggies  chain  it  to 
their  flagpole  when  they  have 
possession  of  it.
